The present invention discloses the anisotropically rod-shaped dye units 5 
have changed into a shape less rod-shaped e.g. bent after exposing to light of a 
predetermined wavelength. In particular, near the major surface 7 in the direction 
of orientation contraction takes place as indicated by the arrows 1 1 and adjacent 
the major surface 9, expansion takes place in all lateral directions as indicated by 
the arrow 12 (see Fig. 2).
